Underneath sat a liom with 
his mouth up;en ready to catch it. A French 
soldier standing near, who had apparently 
been doing sentry duty with the lion, ex- 
claimed: ‘‘But when it does fall you will 
get the whole of it,” to which to which the 
lion replies: ‘‘Just what I'm here tor.” 
France projected and built the Suez canal, 
Britain practically owns it. France and Bri- 
tain put their fingers into the Egyptien pie 
at once, in the assumption of joint financial 
control, both, no doubt, expecting to profit 
by the transaction. France ie out of it and 
Britain has not only gobbled Egypt, but, un. 
der the rather thin pretence of relieving 
General Gordon, ie apparently preparing to 
gobble central Africa.
